the ducks a littie too early Hut io 
the majority of cases one never hears 
of the ravages which are committed 
The shooting of ducks should never 
be allowed in the spring and that such 
Siaughter is legalized by the assem- 
bly is a grave reproach upon the 
sporting spirit of the Weat It is 
contended that ducks are only birds 
of passage and that spring shooting 
does not diminish their numbers to 
any appreciable extent The map 
who puta up such a plea should be 
boycotted by every true lover of 
sports afield. Then again spring duck 
shooting frightens away the birds 
Older people can remember how 
every swamp and pond in Ontario 
teamed with those birds where there 
iv not one to be found, and being mo- 
jested in the spring the ducks that 
used to gather on our prairie sloughs 
and swamps are gradually «coing 
north to the remote solitudes. If our 
legislators wish to preserve the an- 
telope from total extinction it would 
be well to make the close season for 
thie especies of game open a month 
earlier and close a month later. There 
can be no harm in hunting antelope 
during October. The days are pleas- 
ant and hunting becomes real sport 
Under ordinance, however, antelope 
are protected until the snow comes 
when they can be run down tn the 
deep snow and slaughtered in droves 
This is a vital matter and every one 
interested in sport should get up a 
petition to the government to have 
the close season for antelope changed 
Then again Indians should be 
brought within the provisions of the 
Ordinance, As it stands at present 
an Indian can kill mame a any fen- 
@on of the year, and one Indian pot 
hunter can do more to deplete the 
country of game than half a dozen 
white men They are being well 
looked after by the government and 
there ie no reason whatever why thy 
should be exempt An Indian kills 
Kame somtimes for food but more 
often for the pure Inet of slanenter 
It is to be hoped that some of the 
true sportsmen of the West wiil look 
into the question of the preservation 
of game and endeavor to induce the 
government to act ts the matter,

Next to womes, Brigham Young 
liked poplar trees, and that is the 
rearon you see so Many hundreds of 
tall poplars on the broad streets of 
Salt Lake City. The streets are 13? 
feet wide, twice the breadth of Cal- 
gary's. This ils an advantage in case 
of fires, but it is a disadvantage when 
it comes to paying paving taxes. 

The great business institution 
of the Mormon church is the Z. C. 
M. I. which stands for Zion's Co- 
operative Mercantile Institute. An- 
other version of the initials is, Zion's 
Children Multiply Incessantly. The 
ZC. MI. has a tremendous cepart- 
Ment store and wholesale establish - 
ment in Salt Lake, with branches 
throughout Mormondom Tt does a 
business of six million dollars a year 
Connected with it is a shoe factory 
which turns out 600 pairs of shoes a 
Gay and 400 pairs of Overshoes 
Painted across the face of the head 
office in large letters, is the text, 
“Holiness to the Lord.” 

in various parts of the city may 
be seen the straggling one astorey 
adobe houses in which the Mormon 
chiefs lived with their numerous 
wives. Brigham Young himself had 
26 wives and 53 children. The private 
school which he erected for his 
children stands immediately across 
the street from his collection of houses 
on Brigham street. On the opposite 
corper is a palatial white structure 
which is known as Amelia palace 
Brigham Young built this magnif- 
cent edifice for his favorite wife 
Ametia, but she died before it was 
finished. It is now o--pled by one 
of the leadiag church dignitaries. 

Though having so many wives, the 
Mormons were neither deaf, dumb 
blind nor baldheaded, and they lived 
to be old men, and died natural 
deaths 

Walking down the street one day 
with a friend who lives in Salt Lake 
we pasted the office of a justice of the 
Peace, and my humorous friend re- 
markr4 “There is the office of a 
man who makes souls happy at $2.50 
4@ pair.” 

The leading business men of the 
city are Walker Hrothers There 
were originally four of thease bro 
thers, and they were among ine first 
to leave the Mormon church. They 
are great capitalists, owning all kinds 
of businesses, banks, hotels, mines 
and various other prosperous  con- 
cerns, In all parts of the Western 
states. They recently sold the gov- 
ernment. for a new post office site, a 
whole block of land fm the business 
portion of the city, immediately ad- 
joining their big department store, 
for the small sum of one dollar. 
They have no more to sell pt that 
rate Being eo wealthy, the Walker 
brothers naturally wanted a post 
office next door, so that they would 
net have to walk far when 
they wanted to buy stamps

THE SCOTTISH STUARTS 
History has occupied itself very 
much with the Stuarts, and the inter- 
est in their story seems to be inex 


haustible. Party passfon has as usual 
made the atmosphere about thet 
somewhat misty. It is assumed by 


all the Whig historians—and most of 
our historians are Whig-—that Eng- 
land grew greater by losing the 
Stuarts; yet a Tory historian might- 
contend that probably we should 
never have lost America if we had 
kept the Stuarts. They were great and 
consistent patrons of the colonies, 
which progressed more afer the res- 
toration than at any period since the 
disturbances began against Charles I 
The disloyalty which was developed 
against parliament and king under 
George III. might never have arisen 
under James Ill, say, because par- 
liament and king would have meant 
dfferent things, and would have 
acted differently. They might not, 
for example, have placed so much 
legal power In the hands of the peo- 


sure to have misused it. They might 
not have been so very considerate of 
the feeling of people whore notion of 
local freedom was freedom to per- 
secute and smuggle. And a few judi- 
cious hangings might have checked 
the tendency to revolution which was 
observable from an early period. 
They would certainly never have al- 
lowed a whole generation of such 
politicians as Charles Fox to be 
always vicious and ostentationus!y 
on the side of the enemies of their 
country, for nearly half a century 
Rut the might-have-beens of history 
are very numerous; and they lead 
us far afield. We may. dismiss. them 
however, with the remark that no 
perticunlar form of political govern- 
ment is of divine origin, and that 
to assume that any particular form 
of it is of divine origin because it 
heppens to be popular and has the 
enpport of the newspapers, is a rash 
intellectual proceeding. If James 
Il. hed stood his ground and fought 
it out like a man and a kine, we 
mieht still be wearing the Stuart 
Had Bishop Atter 
by Rolingbroke 
n proclaiming Stuarts at the 
death of Anne, the whole face of 
our history might have been changed 
Who will say for better or for worse? 
We have done very well and all the 
currents of personal and 
party loyalty that were circulating 
through the kingdom united to flow 
past the feet of Victoria.

DIED IN HARNESS. 


The Winnipeg Telegram gives the 
following incident of the death of 
Steevens, the famous war correspond- 
ent as told by Melton Prior, the fam- 
ous artist who its travelling with 
the Royal party. Says the Telegram: 

Melton Prior is probably the most 
distinguished of the party. Prior is 
the artsist of the Illustrated London 
News, who draws pictures of soldiers 
in action, and with the pencil por- 
trays the trials, troubles and victories 
of the British army on active service 
in just as glowing a manner as does 
Kipling in penned verse. 


_————— 


The famous artist war correspond- 
ent is a small man, very unassum- 
ing in manner and with no traces 
whatever of his varied and exciting 
experiences. For 36 years he travelled 
from continent to continent, from 
seat of war to seat of war, and when 
Engiand was comparatively peace- 
ful he has been given commissions 
very similar to the one on which he 
is now engaged. 

On the platform yesterday while 
the crowd awaited the arrival of the 
Duke and Duchess, Mr. Prior told the 
following story of G.W. Steevens, the 
famous war correspondent, who ex- 
pired at Ladysmith shortly before 
the relief of that beleagured town. 

“I remember Steevens weil,” said 
Mr. Prior. “He was a magnificient 
campaigner and hie death was char- 
acteristic of the man. His character 
was acquired from constant associat- 
jon with the British soldier in acton 
and the spirit of his writing was the 
spirit of the war. Steevens killed him- 
self and he died as game as a man 
could die. He was wasted to a skele- 
ton with enteric fever and tossed on 
his bed praying for something to 
eat. The pulp of a grape would have 
killed him in his condition and it was 
hard to see him lying there perfectly 
conscious craving for something to | 
alleviate his famished condition, but } 
still knowing that the smallest par- 
ticle meant death. 

“The army surgéon called on him: 
‘be was doing nicely,’ each day an 
improvement was expected. One day 
the surgeon made his customary vis- 
ft. Entering the room he exc!nimed: 
‘he's doing better.’ He sat down and 
talked to the correspondent, who 
raised himself on his elbow dis- 
placing his pillow. The moving of the 
pillow disclosed an army ration bis- 
cult that Steevens had obtained some- 
how, and the corner of it was slight- 
ly nibbled. The surgeon's face grew 
deadly pale for he was a friend of 
Steevens. ‘Did you eat that?’ he ask- 
ed. ‘Yes, said Steevens, The sur- 
geon's head fell over on his breast, 
and he toid the patient, who had 
braved many a campaign and many 
a hardship that hie end was near. | 
Steevens looked unconcerned, thanked , 
him for the information and sent for 
Mande, another famoug correspond- | 
ent who was also in the beleagured 
town, “Maude,” said he, “I am a| 
doomed man. | expected ‘it to come 
sconer or later and bave made all 
arrangements, but come old man, 
let's say good bye.”

Ottawa, Oct. 16.—In view of the 
| Rreat importance of the water powers 
; upon the Winnipeg river and to the 
|city of Winnipeg and the province of 
Manitoba, the minister, of the in-
